Two ſhippes came from Chyna, i 
one ok the which came a credyble perſon 
who as a pꝛelent witnelle dooth declare 
chat the Spanyardes which were enha 
bited in certeyne Jlandes which ſtand

Canaria andes ſtandeth from Afric 
hauing abode nere two peeres in thoſe 
landes, and beyng. 500. perſons in nun 
ber, did dilcouer moze then. 40. league 
gf coaſt of that fpztne land. The Gener 
of the Spanpardes was called Gandi 
who had battaple with choſe. Indian 
wherein was ſlaine the Liefcenant of

Oꝛations and ſeruice vnco theyz Gods, 
: with a loude voyce, 

An an Abbey ofthele Religious perſons 
were our learned men lodged , foz the 
{pace of ſyre monethes, in which tymt 
they ſawe many rich peeces ol clothe of 
golde: and all ſoztes ot Sylke and Nur 
ple, they haue bꝛonght vnto this Citye 
fome of thole peeces , which is a thyng 
mmeruaplous to beholde. 
In this Countrey they haue great ſloze 
of Wheate, the whiche thep doo myxe 
with Ryce , and thereof make cheyz 
Dead. 
There are many IDozſes and Mares, 
better then the Spaniſhe kynde. All 
ſoztes of Spaniſhe kruites, and manye 
other fruites that growe not in Spatne, 
Except Grapes, they haue none. The peo⸗ 
ple are o mal ſtature. Their women whe? 
thep are boꝛne, they ble to weſt one of 

they2 legges, whereofthey euer temayne 
lame, becaule thep ſhoulde continuall

that the heauẽ did diſſeuer kon dhe earch, 


and aſc ende aboue , where it nowe abs 
Deth. But yet lap they, in tune taca:ne, ts 
ſhall deſcende agapue, and iaynę wich the 
earth, 

They beleeue that the Sunne is God 
ofthe warres, and the Moone is the Gra 
of temparature, which is leſſer in ful; 
ſtance, than che Sume. Thepalſa be⸗ 
leeue that al. 3. Gods are as one in Gods 


head, although they rule ſcuerally euery 


one by hym ſelfe. 

And hauing now vnerſtanding by our 
learned men, of the vleſſed Trynitie, the 
allowevery well thereof, thinking that ie

is a ſimilitude of their thzee Gods. 
There hach been made within this Ci⸗ 
tie of Mexico, generall pꝛayers r ſuppli · 
cations, belekching the almightie God 
to lighten this ſtrange people with the 
knowlevge of his holy fapth and woozde. 
Mhan our learned men departed from 
this City, the Indian rulers ſent about 


fpue thouſande Indians to accompanie 
them, and pꝛeſented vnto them many pee- 


ces of cloth of Golde, and many other 


_ things, 


This garde of fyue thoulande men 
was ſent to dekende our learned men from 
the Turkes, becauſe at that tyme were 


tenne Saple ol Turkes on the Coaſt, who 


did greate hurte vnco them. @Theſe 
Tutkes gaue chaſe to our men, and they? 
company, and ſlewe thyꝛtie Chꝛiſtians, 
and many Indians. The Chzilktans 
flewe ofthe Turkes aboue kyue hundꝛed. 
And the next day following, our men 
their Indians hating refreſhed chem 
ſelues, ſet agayne vppon the Turkes, and 
ſlewe their king, and neare two thouſande 


perſons ok his army, and Raue che relidue 
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all the Citizens reioyced, and chiefly che 
King ol Chyna, who was abyding in an 
other Citie furcher within the mayne 
lande. And foꝛchwich he lent a pꝛeſent vn» 


to them foꝛtheir King, which was a ſta- 


ture of Golde, in token ol bictoꝛ y: and 


aduertiſed him of the valiantneſle of his 


ſubiectes, which had flapne the mightie 
Turke Ring of Brazer, in remembzance 
whereof, hee ſencvncohim che ymage cf 


the ſame God ol Battayle, ſaping, that 


hee deſerued that Jvoll, whiche was 


made at the beginning and foundation ok 


that land, that the keeping of chat Idol 


this Pꝛeſent he ſent 20000, Indyans, & 
10. veſlelles of warre foꝛ wafters, to ac⸗ 
company them, vntil they ſbould ariue at 
their Nand, laden with victual. and many 
riche thinges. Allo fruite, as Nuttes, Al⸗ 
mandes, Cheſtnuttes, Pomgranates, 
©2enges, andLymons, with ſtoze ol

And when the Indyan Fleete retitts 


ned | from the Jlaide towarde C hyna, 
two S! Jippes den arted kron the newe 
Spay ne, fo2 ty harties in the whiche 
went. 12. learned men, to pꝛeach the Goſs 
pell vaco tyoſe Indyans, and to inſtruce 
them ofthe miſterp of che holy trinytie, J 

beſeech God that the frnite tereof may 
7 51 we truſt it will, and camming ſo 


to paſle, it wyll be the richeſt Lande that 
euer was knowne. 


Tee doo nowelozke fo2 other two 
Dhippes, that the Uiccking pꝛetendeth

Mexico are moued with deſire to go thi⸗ 
ther, with louie of the greae gttartitie or 
Golde that is there. 


Thoſe that are care from them, dos 


repoꝛt, that they exchaunge moꝛe Siluer 
foꝛ Seide, then watght- fox weight, bee 
cate thoſe Indyans! efteemeStiner vets 
cer then Gdlde. 
There is now bought fo? the Kings 
tribute, which is a fifth 3 art ok ell tha: is 
wome, 60OOCO, Duttets all in Golde. 

They bought not the Idol of Celde 
ta pleaſure the Indyans, and ail2 that 


tcp ſwaulde e that Chziſtians doa 
not fo much eltern. Gale. 


Ther haue alſo bꝛoue ht great quan⸗ 


titie of Cloth of Golde, as fone as the 


ſoztes ef Calicute c lothe, and ok better 
waꝛzkmanſhip, then any heretoloze hath 
bene bzought. Likewiſe, pepper, Ginger, 
Cloues, 
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Clones,and Singmoin. 
They heue bꝛought fleeces of Zool 
fo2 a moiter,but not ſo ſyne as ours, and 


much Rice. 
They doo allo certiſp, that the Ulices 
king hath weozkmen waking 4. Gal» 
lies lpke vato curs, ka to expulie; the 
Turkes, and to apde the Indyans, which 
tthinke themſclues happy to bet dekended 
from them. 

There are manp other chinges 'O wit 
ok, wherefoze J wyll pzocure ive” 
topp al che whole relation,
